Claims 1-2, 26, 38-39, 41-53 are under examination, wherein claim 1 is the only 
independent claim and claims 1, 38, 41, 43, and 50 are amended on October 5, 2009. 
Claims 1-2, 26, 38-39 and 41-53 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 as currently amended recites the composition also comprises a polymer which is 
ethylene vinyl acetate (EVA), polyethylene (PE) or both and the aromatic binder is benzene, 
naphthalene, pyrene, phenanthrenequinone or a combination thereof. None of the prior art, i.e., 
Chung, Broodo, JP 06-00201 1 or Herrmann teaches a composition having the combined polymer 
and aromatic binder as recited in the instant claim. There is no motivation or suggestion to 
substitute any of the polymers taught by the prior art references with either EVA or PE in 
combination with the aromatic binder as in the instant claim. 

Further a Declaration of Mr. Kevin L. Simon under 37 CFR 1 .132 that the characteristic 
of EVA and PE is their immiscibility in the aromatic binders while polymethyl methacrylate and 
polyvinyl acetate of the prior art are more miscible than EVA and PE in the aromatic binder 
helps in showing that EVA and/or PE can not be substituted with just any other polymer.
